When  teas  the  Council  formed? 

The  Council  was  foiimlci!  In  Trenton,  N*.  .1,.  in 
.May,  l!»4B.  It  was  s»»lis«**|iiently  incorporate*!  in  New 
Jersey  ua  a  non-protlt  membership  corporation. 
After  painstaking  preparation  ami  exhaustive  re* 
search  on  textbooks,  scholastic  organizations  anil 
eilttcaiiou  personnel,  ollices  were  opeiteil  In  .May, 
I'MN,  at  which  lime  Mo*  organization  starteil  fniic* 
Honing  actively. 

Who  supports  the  National  Council ?

soiiml  Americanism  or  warpeil  towaril  Socialism. 

For  a  generation,  > our  tax  money  has  helpeil  pay 
the  salaries  of  many  propagamllst -teachers  who 
have  been  emleavorlug  lo  make  Socialists.  or  worse, 
of  America's  youth;  attempting  to  rob  them  of 

their  self-reliance  ami  substituting  ilepemlem . . 

the  go\  erninellt.  oh  ilolcs,  on  subsidies:  seeking 
ettsiui re  them  with  the  false  doctrine  that  It  Is  bet¬ 
ter  to  Hnvo  sialism  than  liberty;  umlermlnlng  the 
t'hristiati  principles  ami  ethics  upon  which  this  na¬ 
tion  was  founded;  sculling  at  everything  American 
and  exalting  everything  collectivist.

Is  the  Council  an  effective  organization?

Nt’AK  Is  probably  the  fastest  grow  ing  pro-Ameri¬ 
can  organization  in  the  nation  and  is  certainly  one 
of  the  most  aggressive.  It  lias  advanced  rapidl> 
to  a  place  of  national  prominence,  and  its  influence 
is  increasing  dally.
